Conklin  informs,  that  no  event  of 
importance  had  occurred,  since  the  battle 
of  Altneida,  except  that  a aorps  of  10,000 
I'rencli  troops  had  entered  Badajoa  ; winch 
had  obliged  the  Junta  of  that  city  to  remove 
to  K1  res,  in  Hoitugal. — Both  the  i’.nglish 
ai.J  Flench  armies  were  strongly  fortified 
in  their  intrenchments,  and  both,  seemingly, 
afraid  to  risk  .an  action.  But  the  opinion 
in  Lisbon  was,  that  Lord  VVcllingtoivs  ar- 
my was  pertlonslv  sitilatcd,  and, would  ve- 
ry soon  leave  I’ortugal. — If  he  should  ven- 
ture to  retreat  from  his  strong  In  hi,  then 
there  was  a chance  of  the  French  being  a- 
ble  to  cut  ofThis  retreat ; and  if  he  shunid 
attack  the  French,  all  would  depend  upon 
a single  battle.

You  loft  your  liberty,  when  one 
of  the  great  officers  of  the  republic,  fal 
vored  by  England,  employed  Prussian 
bayonets  to  interrupt  the  deliberations  of 
your  councils.  It  was  then  that  the  wise 
ronftiiution  handed  down  to  you  by  your 
forefathers,  was  deftroyed  foievcr. 

“ You  formed  part  in  the  coalition,  in 
consequence  of  which  French  armies  con- 
quered  your  country  ; an  event  which 
was  the  unavoidable  cons  quencr  of  the 
alliance  with  England.  Alter  the  con- 
queft,  a diftinct  government  was  formed  of 
part  of  the  empire.  Your  ftroiig  foitres 
sts  and  the  prmripd  positions  in  your 
country,  we.e  occupied  by  French  troops 
and  youi  government  was  changed  accor. 
ding  to  the  opinions  which  succeeded  cdch 
other  in  France. 

“ When  providence  placed  me  on  the 
fiift  throne  of  the  world,  it  fell  to  iny  lot 
o decide  forever  the  fa;e  of  France,  and 
all  the  nations  which  compose  this  vaft 
empire,  to  bellow  on  all  the  signal  advan.

mer wish  to  deduct  this  from  the  price  ol 
his  beet',  his  pork,  his  flour,  or  other  arti- 
cles, because  government  bills  nett  the 
drawer  or  holder  two  per  cent,  which  me 
goveriinieiu  therefore  count  upon  when 
they  make  a contract. 

There  has  been  much  clamour  against 
boiyks — we  have  experienced  them  for 
some  years — wheie  is  their  evil  tendency 
there  is  no  good  without  its  alloy. — If 
any  one  dips  too  deep  he  will  feel  the  e- 
vil,  but  the  grower  of  pioduce  receives  tlie 
benefit. — His  produce  rises,  and  what  is 
all  important,  he  receives  cash  for  hii  arti- 
cles,  which  before  their  establishment 
few  articles  would  bring 

I trust  and  believe  that  was  there  mere 
floating  capital  in  this  state, ;the  balance 
of  trade  would  be  immensely  in  our  favor 
- therefore,  such  as  object  to  the  above 
will  probably  relish  something  like  the 
fol'owiiig  sclreme  of  a farmer  and  inechan 
ics’  bank.  — Let  the  capital  be  a million 
of  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty 
or  twenty-five  dollars  each,  so  that  every 
tamer  and  mechanic  in  the  state  may 
take  one  of  those  shares. — Let  the  chief 
of  the  directors  be  farmers  or  mechanics— - 
let  the  loans  be  from  two  months  to  twelve 
months,  but  no  renewals.  When  a far- 
mer wants  a loan  to  enable  him  to  take 
his  hemp,  his  tobacco,  or  produce  of  any 
kind  to  market,  let  him  give  security  tor 
what  he  wants,  and  draw  for  it  only  as  he 
wants  it,  upon  which,  let  him  be  charged 
interest,  and  wherever  he  pays  any  part 
of  it  off,  let  the  interest  for  so  much 
cease.  The  present  plan  of  our  banks, 
for  loans  of  sixty  days,  only  suit  par- 
ticular persons,  particularly  situate^  : 1 
wish  therefore,  to  see  a new  bank  upon  a 
more  generally  useful  plan — there  is  no- 
thing like  competition  for  the  benefit  of 
the  commuDitv  at  large.

He  will  perhaps  utter  an 
exclamation  of  horror  at  the  leaden  in 
sensibility,  the  brutal  apathy  that  has 
siificred  th  s savage  wildness  to  maik  the 
quiet  resting  place  of  departed  man. — 
Conduct  theuiuittoied  Indian  to  this  pub- 
lic burial  ground  and  tell  iiiiii  that  Here 
arc  interred  the  bodies  of  yaur  friends, 
your  relatives,  and  your  acqiiaiiirancc. — 
He  will,  in  the  violence  of  indignant 
feeling,  exclaim,  Is  it  possible  ! Can 
these  white  men  boast  of  civilization,  and 
thus  suffer  their  dead  to  be  neglected  ! 
Can  these  white  men  talk  of  feeling,  and 
tamely  permit  tne  awful  repository  of 
their  fathers  to  be  thus  the  scat  of  filth 
and  pollution  ! The  uniiistructed  savage 
who  prowls  the  wilds  of  nature  in  quest 
of  suscinence,  whose  mind  science  has 
never  irradiated  ; whose  heart  refine- 
ment has  never  taught  to  throb  by  rule  ; 
venerates  the  sacred  place  where  humble 
fathers  repose. and  never  passes  their  low- 
ly graves  without  sheddiug  a tear  of  pity 
for  their  loss  or  admiration  of  their  vir- 
tues.

For  the  amuaemefit  of  our  readers,  we  give 
them  the  following  from  the  ‘ Alexandria  Ga. 
xette,’  a little  tory  print  which  has  lately  become 
conspicuous  in  this  way  of  decrying  every  thing

In  the  sloop  Ambition,  capt.  Green,

Capt.  Murphy,  of  the  Globe,  arrived 
at  Baltimore,  states,  that  a congiens  of 
the  representatives  of  the  district  of 
Caraccas,  is  to  assemble  the  4th  of  next 
month,  to  establish  a form  of  govern- 
ment, &c.  Coroa  and  Maracavbo  have 
also  come  into  the  measure  of  Caraccas. 

Capt.  Robartson,  afrived  at  Balti- 
more from  Cadiz,  informs,  that  that
